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Jury Returns 
Hre Verdict 
Of Negligence 


DAWSON CREEK, Feb. 22.— 
The coroner's jury inquiring into 
the cause of the explosion at Daw- 
son Creek on Feb. 13, that re- 
sulted in the deaths of five per- 
sons, injury to 150 others, and 
property damage estimated at 
$350,000, returned a verdict Sat- 
urday that it was “directly at- 
tributable to gross negligence.” 
The verdict came after a two-day 
inquest into the catastrophe, which 
began when a small fire in a barn 
spread and exploded dynamite and 
caps stored in a building. The 
resulting blast caused most of the 
deaths and injuries and spread the 
fire. A whole block of buildings 
was destroyed before the fire was 
brought under control 

TWO OF KILLED 


The jury found 
five victims, John Kazensky, Yel 
lowknife, Alta. and Pte. Norman 
Wasley of the U.S. Army. came to 
their deaths directly as a result of 
the explosion “of dynamite in the 
possession of Smith and Company 
and stored by them in a building in 
the village of Dawson Creek, in the 
Province of British Columbia 

The jury found further that 
other victims, one identified 
Edward Nelson Breault of Dawson 
Creek, died “as a result of fire and

Hon. P. J. A. Cardin, who quit the Gov- 
ernment on the conscription issue, wants 
parliament to suspend the Mobilization 
Act and start a committee investigation 
into the question of how Canada can con- 
tribute most effectively to the war effort 
without wrecking the economic life of the 
country. 

Parliament is of course by no means 
likely to do anything of the kind. It is 
plain enough that more emphasis will have 
to be placed on the production of food and 
other essential supplies which do not come 
under the heading of munitions. But that 
can be done, and should be done, without 
throwing the whole military program 
out of hitch while a committee wrangled 
over the general question of how and in 
what manner Canada should take part in 
the war. 

Human nature being what it is, and Mr. 
Cardin and his new associates holding the 
views they do, this suggestion boils down 
to the idea that parliament should drop the 
war for a while and revert to politics— 
politics of a peculiarly miserable and dang- 
erous kind because bordering closely on 
racial feeling. The former Minister—who 
remained a Minister while Canada’s war 
policy was struck and long after the 
Mobilization Act was passed talks 
neither consistency nor sense when he 
makes such a suggestion. 

The present parliament was elected to 
carry through an all-out war effort, and 
was given direct instruction at a plebiscite 
to apply conscription as and when neces- 
sary. Should parliament revoke that de- 
cision even temporarily by suspending the 
effort, there would be joy in the camp of 
the enemy and amazement among our 
friends. Mr. Cardin knows that; and still 
called for suspension. That is treachery 
to the spirit and also the practice of dem- 
ocracy.

Not Enough Cattle? 


During the first 28 days of this year, 
cattle sold at stockyards and delivered to 
packing plants in Canada numbered little 
more than half those in the same period 
last: year. The figures were 57,625, against 
110,276. No beef cattle were exported to 
the United States during the first four 
weeks this year; while 34,932 went across 
the line during the first four 
year. 

Perhaps last vear’s sales were abnor- 
mal; cattle may have been sent to market 
which should have been kept for breeding 
purposes. Perhaps farmers are holding 
back cattle now in order to gain the ad- 
vantage of heavier weight a few months 
hence.

Canadian Girl Shops in Berlin 


Life in German Capital | 
Described by Prisoner 
Of War 


BY PHYLLIS BOSWORTH 
IN “LONDON CALLING”, 

I was in the internment camp at 
Liebenau, near Stuttgart,, when 
they told me I was to be released. 
In all, I had been a German pris- 
oner for over eighteen months—in 
Besancon, Vittel, and then  Lieb- 
enaw—and I had enough of intern- 
ment. You can imagine the bore- 
dom, the irritation, the discomfort, 
and the very diet; in the 
morning we were given a concoc- 
tion they called coffee; for lunch, 
a soup with a few bits of meat 
floating about in it, and potatoes, 
with sometimes rice Sago as a

sweet. At night we fetched from 
the kitchen, a lump of butter—or, 
more often, margarine—and occa- 
sionally a piece of cheese Our 
bread doled out to us sepa- 


rately, a a week. Fortunately 
the Red Cros s food parcels came 
through regularly, so we _ had 
enough to eat. However, we were 
nearly always hungry 

The day I was released from

Well 
I had to have a bag for my food 
on the train so I tried two more 
shops, and although they were 
showing plenty of bags in their 
windows I got, the same reply: 
“Nein, nein, no sell. Garniture.” 
In the second shop the man spoke 
a little Englisp, and I asked him 
why did they put the things in the 


window if they didn’t sell -them 
He didn't answer. I had heard .in 
the internment camps that one 
could buy nothing from these gay 
shop windows, but I didn’t really 
believe it.

It was then about four o'clock 
so I went into a shop and ordered 
some tea. There was no tea, so I 
had to have their wretched coffee 
Here again there was great interest
